WASHINGTON, June ©17.—gup- 
Port for Provost Marshal Gereral 
Crowder’s proposal to extend the 
arm ydraft to men between’ 18 ‘and 
45 was given today by Senator 
Chamberlain of Oregon,-- shairman 
of the Senate military committee, 
at hearings on the $12,000,000,000 
army appropriation bill. 

“I have always advocated haying 
it apply to men of those ages,” said 
Senator Chamberlain, “and think we 
will yet come to it.

There are three s¢eythes hanging in the, 
croteh of an old trée on a farm near An- 
burn, New York. One of. them is eaten by . 


rust and so overgrown by. the live wood of 


the. tree that only a tiny bit of the blade 


protrudes, One is rusty, -but.—is stilt 
whole, with the envelopment just started, 
One is. new . 

The old sythe was hung there 57 years 
ago by James Johnson, when he marched 
off to the Civil War, telling his wife not to 
touch it until he came back. He never 
came back, The family passed into other 
hands, but thé memorial remained. Then 


X. last. year, when the United States entered 


the war, ‘Raymond Schaeffer placed his 
seythe ‘beside the rusty relic, and marched 
off to an army camp. Last week his 
brother Lynn added his scythe and went to 
Join the navy. 

Those three sythes are a touching mon- 
ument, and a ‘fitting one. . We wonder, 
as we read of it, how many other seythes 
there are, hung wp in tree-crotches on 
American farms, and how many in Hurope, 
and in Asia and Africa "and Australia and 
the islands of the.
